The Central Alberta) Medieal As- 
sociation held a meeting in the city 
hall Jast night, when. several import- 
ant questions were discussed. ‘The re- 
sport of the executive committee was 
received, and the four items that were 
recommended were discussed and 
passed: (1) That the name of the 
association remain as it is and not be 
changed to the Edmonton and Dis- 
trict Medical Association, as was 
suprvested; (2) That the local tariff 
be the same as the tariff used by the 
Alberta College of Dhysicians and 
Surgeons: (3) That the press refrain 
from publishing the names of doctors 
in connection with accounts of acci- 
dents as this is considered a form of 
advertising; (4) ‘That it be represent- 
ed to the city council that the ac- 
commodation provided for nurses in 
the Isolation Hospital is insufficient 
and that the council be solicited to 
erect a separate building for their ac- 
commodation, Also that a free am- 
bulance be provided for patients sut- 

fering from infectious diseases. 
Dairies Criticized. 


Dr, Smith reau the report of the 
alairy committee, which said that 
there were two mistakes made by the 
dairies which onght to be corrected: 
(1) ‘hat in most all'cases the cows 
und stables were in a dirty condicion; 
(2) ‘Phat the bottlts were-not pro- 
perly sterilized, ‘The method of stér- 
ilizing the bottles was to put them 
over a jet of steam; this only clean- 
the inside of the bottles, ‘and 
should they have just come from a 
house where an infectious disease was 
developing, they would be likely ta 
carry the infection elsewhere. The 
committee recommended that the as- 
sociation request the Board of Health 
to take steps to provide a suflicient 
supply of certified milk to meet the 
demands of children and invalids. 

Dr. Revell, speaking on the sub- 
ject of pure milk, said that the milk 
inspector should spend his whole time 
in teaching the milk producers how to 
handle the milk in a cleanly manner, 
und also to issue leaflets to the con- 
sumers for their instruction, as to how 
to keep the milk after they have re- 
ceived it from the dairies. 

“Milk,” he said, “spoils continually 
fram the time if comes from the cow 
until the time it is consumed, and 
it should be on no account kept from 
one day to another, The dairies are 
unxious to produce absolutely pure 
milk but the consumers are careless 
with regard to the keeping of it after 
its delivery, and such 
diphtheria and scarlet fever are so 
transmitted, that the utmost 
care should be taken by both sides to 
prevent any infection being carried.”

One Cow Dairies. 


Dr. Forin touched on the subject 
of licenses for cows. People, he said, 
who only kept one cow were exempt 
from taxation or indeed from having 
uny license, and it was more from 
these cows that bad milk came than 
from the dairies who had large herds 
which were duly inspected. ‘There 
seemed to be an idea amongst moth- 
ers that the milk from one cow only 
was the best for a baby. This was a 
fallacy, and it was these cows whose 
milk was being sold privately with- 
out the knowledge of the authorities, 
which were most likely to be suffer- 
ing from tuberculosis. The question 
of pasteurizing milk was discussed 
and it was decided that some means 
for its proper pasteurization should 
he obtained so that all the milk which 
is sold by the farmers in the outlying 
districts: could be purified before it 
reaches the consumers.
